died designedly by his' own hand, his 
son, Jay B. Lippincott. going so far as 
to make' a sworn statement giving it 
as his opinion that his father had died 
hy accident. 'It is declared that neith- 
er Mrs. Lippincott, the widow, who 
was in an adjoining room, nor the son. 
who was on the floor above, hoard, the 
fatal shot. 
Mr. .Lippincott. who WHS 


65 years of age. was found dead by 
his valet A bullet wound in the right 
temple showed the cause of death. 


Saw Suicide Scene at Opera.

Morbid F«ar of Burglars. 


Mr. Lippincott, who was G5 years 


old, was of a highly nervous tempera- 
ment and always had a fear of finding 
burglars in tho house. From .this fact 
his friends deduced that he might have 
been alarmed by a noise and acci- 
dentally killed himself while In a state 
of nervous excitement. 


The first information, the 
coroner 


had of a death in the Lippincott resi- 
dence was at 9:30 o'clock when some- 
one called the coroner's office on the 
telephone and said that there had been 
a suicide at 
218 West Jlittenhouse 


square and asking that a deputy be- 
sent to the house at once. 


McKeever was sent and remained In 


the house some time. There he learned 
that James C. Wilson had been called 
to the house before the coroner had 
been notified, and it is understood it 
was he who notified the coroner's office 
of the suicide in the house. 
When 


Deputy McKeever left the house he 
said he was not prepared to make an 
absolute report on the case, but that 
he felt it was one of suicide. 


All Pointed to Suicide. 


Detectives 
Tate 
and 
Wood', who 


were immediately assigned to the case, 
after several hours investigation re- 
ported to Coroner Ford that without 
doubt Mr. Lippincott committed sui- 
cide. They declared they had not dis- 
covered a motive. All the members of 
the Lippincott family in the city were 
immediately notified of the death of 
the head of the family, but efforts to 
obtain positive statements as to the 
manner of his death were not success- 
ful.

so quickly he can hardly recollect, ex- 
cept that everybody became terror- 
stricken and made a desperate effort 
to do as the outlaw commanded. 


"I handed him ray cash, amounting 


to about 510, and tore my watch from 
the chain in my eagerness to give him 
the timepiece so as to preclude any 
possibility of being shot. But the ban- 
dit said: 


" 'Moll. I don't want your jewelry, 


just give me your money.' 
My wife 


was so terribly frightened that she 
actually crawled up the aisle after me 
and I had to assist her bnck to our 
seat." 


The train was running rapidly and 


reached the eastern outskirts of Mun- 
cle before the bandit had time to roh 
more than ten persons. "When the city 
Hshts flashed through the car win- 
dows he backed to the door, covering 
the passengers with his revolver, and 
admonished them to be quiet or he 
would shoot. 


As the train 
reached Elm street, 


threee squares from Walnut street, 
the city's main thoroughfaro, ho leaped 
from the platform and disappeared, 
three or four passengers making an 
unavailing effort to shoot him. 


Tells Crew of Train. 


The discovery of the presence of the 


bandit by the train crew was thpmost 
dramatic feature ot the whole affair. 
As the bandit disappeared 
Into 
(he 


vestibule preparing to leap from the 
car, some wildly excited man, n pas- 
sonprer. thinking it was 
Bafn tn make 


a break to do nomcthlngr, rusher! Into 
the smoking apartment 
of 
tho 
car 


where sat Conductor L. W. Zimmer- 
man and the brakeman, and shrieked: 


"We've been held up." 
The conductor made a dash to tin; 


front part of the car, the passengers 
yelling and screaming, some of them 
bsing under their seats in their ter- 
rified efforts to get to n place of safety. 


Zimmerman kept on going, but sud- 


denly stopped when the bandit poked 
his head from around the vestibule, 
standing on the steps as he did so, nnd 
shot at him, the bullet barely missing 
him. Zimmerman fell over In the aisle, 
believing he had been shot. 
He was 


only a few feet from the bandit when 
tho latter fired, the bullet and smoke 
passing his face only a. few inches from 
his head. 


The motion of tho train 
probably 


made the bandit's aim uncertain. Zim"- 
merman thinks, else he would have 
been killed. The passengers Increased 
their screaming as the shot was fired, 
and a veritable pania reigned. The 
brakeman did not GO on ahead when 
he. saw Zimmerman's predicament, al- 
though one of the passengers gave the 
brakeman his revolver. 


Crew Gives Alarm. 


The train was stopped at the Union 


station, Just west-of Walnut street, 
and the alarm was given at once. The 
•police responded -5*th a squad of eigh- 
teen officers, and with the train crew, 
and railroad men from the station and 
yards Instituted a hurried search of 
the entire yards of the six railroads 
entering the city, but no trace of the 
bandit had been found up to. a late 
hour. 


"When the passengers had been suf- 


ficiently calmed, the train proceeded 
on its way . to Indianapolis and St. 
Louis, Detective Ira Coons going along 
at the request of the train crew in or- 
der to further reassure the passengers.

The inspector stated that most of

According to him there are 'a couple 
of buildings in which very few of the 
inmates would ever get out if a fire 
got well started. Some of them have 
no other, exit than the one stairway, 
and. if this should be In flames the 
people In the building woulfi be caught 
like rats In a trap. 


He holds that the need for fire es- 


capes Is imperative, and he has or- 
dered the owners of the various build- 
ings to furnish them at once.

been given a limited 
time In 


which to effect the improvement, and 
if they fail they are to be prosecuted.

LORIMER CASE ERUPTS. 


The Lorimer case has been reopened with shock and 


sensation. Editor H. H. Kohlsaat has told the Illinois 
legislative investigating committee who it was that 
furnished the information upon which was based the 
editorial in his Chicago Record-Herald wherein it was 
charged that a slush fund of $100,000 had been raised 
to procure the election of Lorimer to the United States 
senate, and Mr. Kohlsaat's informant has told that 
same committee how it came about that he acquired 
knowledge of the corruption which compassed the ele- 
vation of the blonde boss to his high-up seat. 


The testimony given at Springfield by Editor Kohl- 


saat and his informant, Mr. Funk, was plain, direct, 
unevasive, convincing. Edward Hines, who bulks large 
in lumber interests, is a friend of Lorimer and an un- 
commonly diligent gentleman when there is tariff-mak- 
ing in Washington, told Mr. Funk that "we put Lori- 
mer over down at-Springfield;" that is. cost $100,000 to 
do it; that the play had to be made with dispatch; that 
the money had been advanced, and that he was pro- 
rating the expense among ten big interests. Mr. Funk, 
according to his own testimony, was invited to "come 
in" with his tenth. 
Mr. Funk is the active business 


head of the International Harvester company, a con- 
cern that Mr. Hines, it appears, was ready to conceive 
as having an important interest in the election of a 
man like Lorimer to the senate. "Our kind of a man," 
in effect said Mr. Hines to Mr. Funk. The harvester 
man • repulsed 
the suggestion 
without resort to di- 


plomacy and wished to be told why Mr. Hines had 
come to -him. 
"Well, you people are as much in- 


terested as anybody in having the right kind of a man 
in Washington," is the way Mr. Hines is represented 
as having disposed of that question. Mr. Funk failed 
to see it and later he repeated to Mr. Kohlsaat the 
conversation with Hines. Mr. Funk further disclosed 
that it had been stated to him by Mr. Hines that "Ed" 
Tilden, a stockyards banker having close 
relations 


with the packing interests, was receiver-general for 
and disburser of the slush fund. 
The lumber trust 


and packing trust would form a likely combination for 
execution of the matter supposed to have been in hand. 


Of course there are and will be denials by the per- 


sons implicated. 
But the cover has been blown off 


this supposedly closed and sealed Lorimer scandal. It 
is a violent eruption out of its confinement of what 
seems to be the truth of the manner of Mr. Lorimer's 
election to the senate. There has been no doubt in 
reasonable minds that money in great sums was used 
to procure democratic votes for Lorimer. Legislators 
who voted for Lorimer have confessed that they 
were bought. 
Even the elections committee of the 


United States senate did not pretend a denial that cor- 
rupted votes were cast for Lorimer and the most the 
majority report of the committee ventured upon de- 
claring and its adherents risked maintaining was that 
there had been established the fact of but seven votes 
that were venal, a number held to be insufficient to in- 
validate the election. 


The way i? now opened to get at the core of the 


corruption that 
preceded 
William 
Lorimer's 
tri- 


umphant progress to the senate of the United States. 
That money was paid is proved and confessed. That 
is important. 
To establish where the money came 


from and who handled it i? vastly mere important. If 
Sroo.ooo was spent, as asserted, anrl the scale of prices 
ran to a maximum of $2.500. n? the evidence is, the 
election of Lorimer can be accounted for. 


It is reasonable to believe, certainly is to be hoped, 


that the United States senate will reopen the Lorimer 
affair. 
He escaped almost by a fluke in the last con- 


gress. The senate as today constituted will hardly re- 
peat the infamy that by a narrow margin irimriohed 
amid the distractions of an expiring term. 


If the democrats in congress make headway in the 


aim to get the tariff revised it will be against the hos- 
tility of standpat democrats in the senate. Already 
there are the signs of reactionary efforts to control 
that body against all effort? at honest revision. 
As 


usual the democratic standpattism is from th? south. 
Senator Bailey, as truly reactionary as Aldrich. but 
•without the party support that for many years made 
Aldrich omnipotent in the senate maioritv. seeks to 
recover his repudiated leadership by putting Senator 
Martin of Virginia forward to the position of com- 
mand in the minority. 
If there is tn be relief bv this 


congress from the burdens of the tariff the progressive 
democrats will have to make common cause with the 
republican progressives. In the house the attiiii'Ko of 
the majority toward the insurgents is hardly calculated 
to bring about an effective coalition of the honest re- 
form elements of both parties in congress. Purpose. 
not politics, must be the steadfast pursuit if this extra 


f 
„ 


session is to achieve anything worthy the name of 
tariff revision. 


The later developments in the Lorimer case doubt- 


less shed a deal of light on the way the interests have 
kept themselves so long enthroned in Washington. 
Getting "our kind of a man," so long as it is a mere 
matter of money enough, presents no difficulties to 
the interests. Buying a Sv-natorship is 3. mere invest- 
ment—a good one if the right kind be purchased—and 
the interests always have abundant capital for invest- 
ments. They come cheap, too, at one hundred thou- 
sand apiece, if that is all they cost in any case, for 
some of them have evidently been bargains of unde- 
niable merit. Anyway it is a demonstrated fact that 
time and again the goods have been delivered from 
the capitol at Washington. 


Of course the house has to play its little stunt at 


politics before it can buckle itself down to business. 
The battle over the rules and the committees is a sham 
battle. The democrats know what they are going to 
do and the republicans expect them to do it. The min- 
ority speeches Wednesday were not addressed to the 
obdurate sense and flinty hearts of the majority, but to 
themselves and to home constituencies. It is to be 
hoped the. spnrious contest will not be greatly pro- 
longed. 
\ ' 


About the only way Chicago will ever be able to dis- 


connect its city government from the Honorable Hinky 
Dink and the no less Honorable Bat'house John is to 
shoestring the First ward down to the Prairie avenue 
region and even that would be merely an experiment. 
Chicago will have her Hinky Dink and her Bat'house 
until such time as she wants some other kind, an aspir- 
ation that is not yet even suspected. 


If it is true that the lumber and packing interests 


led the combination of big business that shouldered 
the task of "putting Lorimer over," the surprise is. 
not that they did it but that they were so long doing 
it. However, it further appears that neither the" ap- 
portunity nor occasion were recognized until the Illi- 
nois deadlock had progressed well into that memorable 
spring of two years ago. 


It is a good piece of business the progressive dem- 


ocrats of the senate are at in organizing to make dem- 
ocratic doctrine mean something in that body. • The 
leadership of Joseph W. Bailey and democratic re- 
actionaries of his brand is the leadership that will land 
the democratic party in its wonted place on the polit- 
ical scrap-heap. 


President Taft has told congress what it is there to 


do and congress will do it eventually, but there must 
be a season of thunder-making before it can be got at. 
In its new role as the obstructive minority the ex- 
majority needs time to get its hand in. 


It may be a pity, but the prospect is fine that Senator 


Lorimer will have it to go through again. He can 
stand it, but it is going to be a mighty.drain on the 
tear-vats of the Honorable Jobailey, of Texas. 


The spectacle of that so good Uncle Joe protesting 


against the tyranny of rules and despotism of majori- 
ties in the national house causes the burning teardrop 
to lave the eye of the beholder.

terested parties, I believe there should 
be no hesitancy of frank expressions, 
as the occasion is clearly the effect Of 
personal Interests Injected Into a com- 
munity enterprise—an effort to control 
or dictate to public spirit -when it has 
found an expression for the beautiftca- 
tion of our city, with willingness to 
pay for such. 


It Is p. slap In tho face of public- 


splrlted men, who have devoted their 
time, best energies and efforts to ac- 
complish civic good. 


It Is a rise of personal, selfish In- 


terests above that which comprises the 
best and most public-spirited influences 
we have In our community. Is it any 
wonder when such men, who have been 
working hard, who have been devoting 
their time and energies to arrive at the 
best, they feel a desire to withdraw 
entirely from further 
public 
efforts 


after meeting such opposition, such 
insinuations of unfairness, plain state- 
ments of ignorance and an effort to 
arouse community partisanship against 
them? 


Has this community a right to buy 


what it wnnts without Interference, or 
is it entirely subject to the dictation of 
those entrusted with the management 
of our industries or commercial enter- 
prises? 


Has the Wayne Knitting mills a

In its Holman street works it is con- 


templated to add another department 
for the manufacture of the General 
Electric company's so-called Tungsten 
type of incandescent lamps, now man- 
ufactured in their' Jersey City factory, 
and advertisements for additional la- 
bor now appear in all local papers. A 
persistent effort has been 
made to 


classify this Tungsten lamp as a for- 
eign product, as macte by a competitor 
and which could only be bought to th* 
serious Injury of our local factory,-and 
it is time this was put right, and also 
the fact that the General Electric com- 
pany sells- this class of incandescent 
lamps in our city only through its Fort 
Wayne Electric works, which gives a 
guarantee of ,3,000' hours with 
each 


lamp; 
notwithstanding 
which 
Mr. 


Wood declares in the Journal-Gazette 
of March 26th. that "under most fa- 
vorable conditions they will not aver- 
age 600 hours." 
Or, in other words, 


Mr. Wood boldly asserts that the Gen- 
eral Electric company, of which he is 
a salaried official, is selling this, lamp 
under false pretenses.

lem of narrow sidewalks, with window 
displays, electric signs, etc., with which 
any ornamental lighting must blend; a 
realization of which governed the ac- 
tion of. the committee and board of 
public works. 
If a display is to be 


made, make such In front of a store 
with a representative window display; 
don't fool with artificial conditions; 
play lair or quit the game. 


In a communication dated March 


14th, addressed to the board of public 
works, I suggested a public display of 
both -systems, and recommended that 
tour or five standards be placed in 
front of the Anthony hotel, offering to 
meet all expenses of the installation, 
and suggesting that Mr. Wood 
be 


granted a similar privilege of erecting 
two standards in front of the Wolf & 
Dessauer store,, and let Calhoun street 
property owners and merchants ' then 
decide by ballot and not merely by the 
clamor of disinterested parties.

was turned down by the

and board of public works, and their 
deciaion accepted, as they desired to 
select a standard or post from designs 
or bids before permitting any exhibi- 
tion.

a matter we would have less and less 
of the growing evil of divorce.'' 


These are the sentiments of Rev. Al- 


fred 
Harrison 
Burroughs, known 


throughout the south as "The Marry- 
ing Minister 
of 
Tennessee," whose 


home is in Bristol, and who Is visiting 
Xew York. 


"1 believe that it is better for minors 


to be married in accordance with their 
own wishes that that they should re- 
spond to. parental dictation, which is 
often absolutely contrary to the wishes 
of their young lives," continued the 
minister. He has married .upward ot 
six thousand couples and his fees from 
marriages are said to have amounted 
to more than $30,000. 


The Rev. Mr. Burroughs a few years 


ago took part of the fortune he" had 
amassed from the marriage business 
and built a 
model 
"Gretna 
Green 


hotel," on the line 
between Bristol, 


Va- and Bristol. Tenn. 
The parlors 


are double, and a couple may be- mar- 
ried in either Tennesseee or Virginia, 
as they please. At one time six coup- 
les were married by Dr. Burroughs at 
a single ceremony. 


Frequently Criticised. 


JDr. Burroughs has been criticised by 


ministers, and some have said that he 
has a "corner" on the marriage busi- 
ness. 
Couples have come to him from 


distant states. 
He is seventy-eight 


years old and his hair is white. He 
has a kindly face and a gentle man- 
ner. 


"Yes," he said, "I have been criti- 


cised by local clergymen. All I have 
to say is that I never violated the law 
and I do heed the scriptures bearing 
on the marriage relation. 


"I am under bond to perform no il- 


legal marriages. Formerly I was per- 
mitted to marry persons not older than 
thirteen years. The law was changed, 
so that the youngest legal 
age 
for 


either party is now sixteen. 


"With a few exceptions my record 


of marriages will be found to be one 
of happy homes." 


JJr. Burroughs says that he holds 


the world's record as the "marrying 
minister" and that he is proud of it. 
He says parents are to blame for tho 
majority of the divorce evils of to- 
dav.

fry the fritters in hot lard. Serve on 
a napkin garnished with parsley. 


Cabbage With Rica, 


Boil a head of cabbage until tender, 


drain and cut out the heart and cen- 
ter, fill in the opening with a cup ot 
hot boiled rice that has been -highly' 
seasoned with pepper, salt and but- 
ter, and pour over all a cream sauce.

PEW OTHERS ATTEND 


But few business men 
responded 


Wednesday night to the appeal which 
Scoutmaster Jackson, at the head ot 
the local organization of Boy Scouts, 
made to the business men to attend a 
meeting at the assembly room o£ the 
court house and listen to an address 
by P. G. Orurig, field-secretary of the 
scouts, on the growth of the move- 
ment and the aims of the organization. 
The appeal was made with the hope of 
inducing the business men to lend 
their aid and support to the' movement 
in this city. 
The failure to respond 


was keenly f«'t by the scoutmaster, 
and by the scouts assembled 


Mr. Orwig was due to arrive in the 


city at 7:30 o'clock last night from 
Chicago and was to have delivered an 
address at the Jefferson school to the 
scouts, proceeding from thera to tho 
court house to address the meeting of 
business men. 
Owing to his late ar- 


rival the scouts were marched from 
the school to the court house, where 
they, instead of 
the business men, 


listened to the address of the Held sec- 
rettary. 
A majority of the boys be- 


longing to the organization were tak- 
ing part in the chorus in "Egypta" 
last night, and were uimble to be 
present, but over titty gave the field 
fecretary a rousing welcome. 


Scoutmaster Jackson introduced Jlr. 


Orwig with a few preliminary remarks 
In which he stated that it was the de- 
sire to establish a permanent camp at 
Robison park this summer, but in or- 
der ».o do this tents and other equip- 
ment must be secured, and he was In 
hopes of securing aid from the busi- 
ness men when they were brought to 
a realization of the aim of the organi- 
zation. 


Told of Its Founding. 


Mr. Orwig opened his address with 


a brief description of the founding of 
the Boy Scouts by General Sir Baden- 
Powell of the British army, 
Goinpr 


from this he stated in a. elsar and 
concise manner the scope of the organ- 
ization, Its nlm, its laws, and what a 
boy must learn to become a first-class 
scout. He said In part: 


'Five or sis years ago Baden-P,owell 


told at a banquet at the Waldorf As- 
toria in New York how ha .first came 
to think of founding such an organiza- 
tion He stated that the men who en- 
tered his regiment entered it with the 
expectation 
of a 
glorious 
military 


career, and instead of this they found 
themselves doing work In the stables, 
and other menial tasks. . .The result 
was that a good many deserted, 
for 


which he said.he did not blame them. 
He finally hit upon the plan of having 
them scout, 'of teaching them wood- 
craft, and "other interesting things of 
a. like nature, with .the result that the 
I'jiroantage of desertions in his regi- 
ment became less than in any'regiment 
in the British army. . It was in this 
manner that hs first conceived the 
notion .ot founding the Boys 
Scouts, 


which today, - embrace from two 
to 


three million boys in twenty-one dif- 
ferent countries. 
There 
are 
about 


350,000 Boys Scouts in England, and 
in America 500,000, fulfilling tlie pre- 
diction of Baden-Powell that the or- 
ganization, would have 
its 
greatest 


growth In this country owing fo the 
natural daring of the American boy. 


Boy» Scouts in America. 


"How the organization came to be 


started In this country was brought 
about in a .rather peculiar manner. An 
American gentleman was standing on 
a street corner In London one day. 
during one of the heavy fogs for which 
that city is noted. He was bewildered 
and did not know which way to turn to 
reach his hotel. Suddenly from out of 
the heavy bank of fog the form of a 
small boy appeared before him. Rais- 
ing his hand in salute the boy Said: 
"Can I assist you sir?1 The American 
told him that he would like to reach 
his hotel and was quickly taken there 
by the boy. On reaching the hotel lie 
started to hand the boy a bit of money 
for his trouble. The boy said: 'I can- 
not take that sir. I am a Boy Scout.' 
The incident made a deep impression 
upon the American' and when he re- 
turned to the United Slates, and short- 
ly after his return, in company with 
some other men, he -went to "Washing- 
ton, D. C.. and incorporated th'e Boys 
Scouts of America. 


."The salute of the scout is to raise 


three -fingers to the visor of his cap, 
and these three fingers are to remind 
him of the three things that character- 
ize a scout. 
They are: 'Honor GoO 


and Country;' 'Promise- to know the 
scout law and obey it.' and 'To do a 
Kind Act Every Day.'" 


Mr. Orwig stated that he had been 


on a six weeks' trip (o different cities, 
and that he" had spent the last' two 
weeks in St. Paul, and that S5.000 had 
been subscribed in that city to .assist 
in the movement. Fort TVayne is tlio 
last stage of bis trip and he will gn \ 
from here to New York, which is bis ; 
headquarters. 
I
